uess to help one in greater need 
than himself, — gladly rendering 
personal service and chooi fully 
giving of hs worldly means. 

The most, practical and satis 
factory up to date solutions of the

■ I and Infirm of our class is a 
State Home supported by the deaf 
themselves aided by the generosity 

of their hearing friends. 

New York, Massachusetts, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania already have 
such homes.

The first step will be 
Ihe incorporation of the orgatiizliou 
that, is to manage the Home, the 
Second Step will he to keep the mat 

tar agitated and gather in the mites, 

The question of location need not 

trouble us before there are sufficient 

lunds on hand with which to pur 

chase a site. There is a present 

anil ever growing need for a homo 
in this State, and the work can not. 
he begun too early nor finished too 
soon. 

I believe that the Home project 
meets with general approval, and 

that its popularity is bound to In- 
crease as its merits become hottet 
understood and appreciated both 
among the hearing and among the 

deaf. Thi> Home will lie a blessing 
lo those who enter therein to pass 

their remaining days, but more so to 

Contribute towards its establish- 
ment ami maintenance. It will 

also bind together the deaf of the 

State, as nothing else can do, in a 

noble work of charily the doing 
of whioh will help them learn to 
know each Other better, to ap 
predate each other more, and to lie 
eady and Willing to come to 
each other's assistance. Life is full 

of uncertain ties. We may be 

prosperous now. Some of us may 
even be accounted rich. Yet it is 
possible, and altogether probable, 

thai a few of us may be compelled 
to approach the evening of oar 

days broken in fortune, in health, 
and in spirit, with no loved ones 
near, and none to eaie, and the 
poor house as the only place to 
which we may turn, " to sojourn a

Mi;. Mathison's Career.
